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Gloria hits with 
reduced power 


The Wilmington area escaped 
serious damage on Friday as 
Hurricane Gloria delivered a blow 
that more resembled a slap than a 
punch. Neither the wind nor the 
rain measured up to expectations. 
Forecasters were talking about 
winds of up to 130 miles per hour, 
and four or five inches of rain, but 
the highest gusts in Wilmington 
were about 60 or 70 m.p.m., and 
there was less than half an inch of 
rain, 

Although the storm could not be 
called a major catastrophe, there 
was considerable damage, most of 
it resulting from falling trees and 
limbs. About a dozen homes were 
hit by falling trees, and several cars 
were damaged. 

The only reported” injury to a 
Wilmington resident occurred 
Saturday when Brian Cantwell, 10, 
of Allston Avenue rode his bicycle 
over a downed power line. The 
accident occurred on St. Mary's 
Road near the Tewksbury V.F.W. 
He was treated for burns and a 
mainor head injury at the Regional 
Health Center. 

Most of the town lost electric 
power, and some residents were 
‘still waiting on Tuesday for their 
electric service to be restored. In 
the Silver Lake area, power went 
off about 3 p.m. and came back on 
at 9 p.m. In North Wilmington, 
power was out for nearly 12 hours, 
from 3:04 p.m. to 2:55 a.m. 

While many residents awoke on 
Saturday to find their power 
restored, others waited, wondering 
if the food in their freezers would 
thaw, Several families did lose their 
frozen food. 

The storm's approach, covered 
extensively on television, sent 
throngs of people to stores to stock 
Up on groceries and emergency 
supplies, As early as Wednesday 
afternoon, people were buying 
unusually large orders at local 
supermarkets. On Thursday night 
and early Friday morning, 
shoppers were lined up at the cash 
registers, Grocer John Lucci said it 
was like the day before Christmas. 

While some storekeepers were 
busy applying tape to their 
windows for protection against 
high winds, others were busy 
selling certaian items that were in 
high demand, such as flashlights, 
batteries, radios, generators and 
chain saws. The Radio Shack store 
at Wilmington Plaza reportedly 
sold between $4000 and $5000 
worth of batteries and flashlights 
‘on Wednesday and Thursday. By 
the time the storm hit at noon 
Friday, few stores had any batteries 
left in stock. 

C & J Lawnmower had ordered a 
shipment of generators and water 
pumps several weeks ago, and it 
was scheduled for delivery on 
Friday. They sent a truck to pick up 
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the shipment, and it arrived at th 
estore about 1 p.m. Thursday. They 
sold about 90 pumps and 
generators, plus about 80 chain 


saws, with customers coming from 
as far away as the South Shore. On 
Monday, there were only eight 
generators left. 

As the storm closed in on Friday, 
town departments called in addi- 
tional personnel. The Fire 
Department was working a double 
shift during the storm, with about 
15 men on. Four of these were 
stationed at the D.P.W. garage on 
Andover Street. All available 
police officers were brought in. 

The Fire Department officially 
logged $2 runs during the storm, 
although in many cases firefighters 
attended to additional situations 
observed while returning from 
another call. Some houses were 
evacuated, either threatened by 
leaning trees or for severe 
electrical problems. One medical 
call was answered, for a woman 
who had a stroke. 

The entire state was under a state 
of emergency from 8:30 a.m. 
Friday to 7:00 a.m. Saturday. Most 
streets were nearly deserted during 
the course of the storm. Police 
officers instructed many people to 
go home. 

An emergency shelter was opened 
at Wilmington High School by the 
Wilmington Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (WEMA), with a 
generator and first aid station. Oz:ly 
four persons showed up at the 
shelter, two of whom had been 
traveling On Route 93. The agency 
stationed radio personne! at each of 
the town departments for emer- 
gency communications. The 
WEMA phone was quite active, 
with about 300 calls. WEMA is the 
former Civil Defense agency 

Snow plows might seem a bit out 
of place in September, but D.P.W 
crews mounted plows on six trucks. 
The plows were used to push aside 
fallen trees and limbs, quickly 
re-opening blocked streets. D.P.W. 
Supt. Bob Palmer said that he had 
learned the trick from his 
predecessor, the late Jimmy White, 
who used snowplows during Hur- 
ricane Carol in 1954. 

Traffic in town was extremely 
heavy on Friday morning, with 
people flocking to shopping areas 
while others drove home from 
work. Practically all employers 
closed their businesses on Friday 

School closings on Friday 
squeezed an already tight schedule 
at Wilmington High School 
Schools had opened a day early this 
year, with officials hoping to lose 
as few days as possible to bad 
weather, They hope be able to close 
the high school ar early as possible 
in June, to allow the contractors

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Executive session leak 


eclipses pay issue

Tony Accardi, chairman of the 
Wilmington School Committee, in 
an interview Monday night 
proclaimed himself “extremely 
upset” over whai he perceived to be 
"a violation of trust” by one 
member of his board. In some 
critical comments in Monday's 
Lowell Sun, committee member 
Shirley Callan discussed details of 
an executive session held after last 
Wednesday's open session 
According to the Sun article, 
Callan said she resented “the forum 
in which the committee voted in 
executive session last Wednesday to 
raise Fleming's (WHS Principal 
Paul Fleming) annual salary from 
$42,240 to $45,000." She went on 
to add she was the only member to 
vote against Fleming's raise. Callan 
also “suggested” the funds should 
have been spent, instead, in the 
textbook and supply accounts which 
had suffered severe budget cuts. 
When asked by the Town Crier 
why she decided to go public with 
the information, Callan said, "I 
didn't consider it collective bar. 
gaining with only one principal.” 
When pressed to elaborate, she only 
added. “I'd rather not make any 
comments on it (the article); I'll 
wait till the next meeting,” adding 
that she'd rather hear what her 
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colleagues have to say. 

Accardi said he was “sad” and 
“frustrated” by Callan’s action. 

“Some of our most important 
decisions are made in executive 
sessions and what goes on in those 
sessions is a matter of trust,” he 
said. Now he wonders how his 
fellow board members will react or 
what their feelings will be about 
future executive sessions with 
Callan on the board. He also didn't 
understand Callan’s criticism as he 
claimed “this is the same procedure 
we've used and have been using; 
nothing's been done differently at 
all.” 

When asked to comment on the 
session himself, Accardi would 
only say “If there was a raise, it was 
voted only to put the entire 
bargaining unit of principals on a 
fair and equitable scale 

"When the facts are known,” he 
said, “you will find it’s really 
ridiculous what happened.” The 
whole matter will probably be 
taken up at the next school 
committee meeting Oct. 9, Accardi 
said. 

The newest board member 
Mitchell Spiris shed some light on 
the issue when he was called by the 
Town Crier. According to Spiris, 
the committee could only “estab- 
lish” a salary for Fleming in last 
Wednesday's exeutive session. The 
salary would still need to be rati- 
fied, he said, and this would take 
place in the next open session 

Spiris refused to comment fur- 
ther, but he did stress that the whole 
matter was done legally. He further 
stated that this was the same 
procedure as that used to set a three 
year contract for new School 
Superintendent Robert Horan (a 
contract which was ratified at last 
week's meeting). Negotiation and

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Town's payments to 
Tech in arrears

Hurricane Gloria wasn't the only 
cause for concern last week. The 
Town Crier learned Thursday that 
Wilmington had not paid its July 
and August assessment charges to 
Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School and may be facing a lawsuit 
if they are not forthcoming. 

The monies, amounting to over 
$100,000, were requested a second 
time by Tech Business Manager 
Robert Brooks through a Sept. 23 
invoice to town treasurer Marion 
Murphy. As of last Friday, they 
hadn't been paid. 

The situation was made public by 
Tech school committeeman Kevin 
Sowyrda. According to Sowyrda, 
Wilmington is not only in arreas 
ofn its July and August payments, 
but the September charge had been 
paid minus the five percent increase 
due this year. It is this increase that 
seems to be the crux of the whole 
situation. 

According to Brooks, Wilming- 
ton’s assessment for fiscal 1985 is 
$605,281, a figure based on the 
number of students attending from 
the town. Town meeting voters in 
April turned down a request by the 
Tech to raise that amount by 
$19,735 or five percent, to bring it 
up to $625,034. However, the other 
four communities in the regional 
district agreed to the increase. And 
according to Chap. 71 section 16B 
of the law, said Brooks, if two 
thirds of the towns making up the 
district agree to an increase, the 
other one third must go along with 
the decision. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
insists he doesn't have the authority 
to pay the increase without town 
meeting approval. Thus, at the 
Sept. 23 selectmen's meeting, he 
stated that he (not the Tech school 
committee, as was elsewhere 
reported) would place an article on 
the Dec. 2 special town meeting 
warrant to seek that approval 

When asked Friday why the July 
and August charges were not paid 
the first of each month as they 
usually are, Stapczynski said, “quite 
frankly, 1 was uncertain what to 
do.” Each invoice included the five 
percent increase, he said, and since 
he questioned the legality of this, he 
turned the invoices over to Town 
Counsel Alan Altman and sought 
advice from the Bureau of 
Accounts 

Brooks, who recently talked to 
new town accountant Ed Walsh and 
found him “receptive to the 
situation,” was told that the July and 
August invoices were “misplaced.” 
Walsh then asked for second copies 
of those invoices, which Brooks 
brought over Sept. 23, and wid 
Brooks he would be paid this week. 

Stapezynski told the Town Crier 
“this is the first I've heard he sent a 
second request.” He assured this 
paper "we will pay them,” at the 
same time expressing disappoint- 
ment that the Tech “took the media 
route.” 

"1, personally, don't see it as a 
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problem; it's just not an issue,” 
Stapczynski added 

Both Sowyrda and Brooks might 
take exception to this statement 
According to Sowyrda, the situa- 
tion is "very, very serious. 

Sowyrda was so concerned that at 
the Sept. 24 Tech school committee 
meeting, he mad a motion directing 
Brooks to turn the case over to the 
Boston firm of Ropes and Gray if 
all monies ahd not been received by 
Friday, Sept. 27. The motion 
carried unanimously 

“We had tried to keep this as low 
key as possible without going into 
litigation, both for Wilmington's 
sake and the students’ sake,” 
explained Sowyrda. He further 
stated that the lack of payment is 
“causing a lot of difficulties" and is 
a “very poor way of doing 
business.” Sowyrda would now like 
to see a full invetigationsamade by 
the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen 

Brooks agreed with Sowyrda's 
assessment that the non-payments 
were causing some difficulty as 
“we're running this (the school 
budget) as frugally as possible.” He 
pointed out the school has suffered 
recent cut-backs. He also expressed 
pride that, since 1980, the 
Shawsheen Tech budget has only 
been increased by three percent. He 
did concede that both Walsh and 
Stapezynski, in a phone call last 
Tyesday, assured him the monies 
would be forthcoming. 

“I just don't want to wait until 
next April or May to get it,” he 
added. 


Editor's note:” As the paper goes 
to press, the case has not yet been 
tumed over to Ropes and Gray. Ac- 
cording to Sowyrda, because of 
Friday's hurricane, and Brooks 
being on vacation this week, every- 
thing will be put “on hold” until 
next week. 

If the total amount due, including 
the increase and interest, is not paid 
by Thursday, Oct. 3, "We will have 
‘no choice but to see that the district 
agreement is enforced and we will 
contact our lawyers to protect our- 
selves,” Sowyrda said 

Stapczynski has told Sowyrda that 
the July and August payements will 
be sent out by then

Six articles submitted for 
special town meeting warrant

As of Tuesday, six articles have 
been submitted for the warrant of 
the Dec. 2 special town meeting, 
according to Town Clerk Pat 
Lynch. Three of those articles have 
to do with rezoning land. 

One article, submitted by Alan 
Michel, seeks to rezone a parcel of 
land behind the Roberts Estate off 
Burlington Ave. from R20 
(one-half acre) to R60 (one and a 
half acre) to limit the number of 
homes which could be put in that 
area. The land is owned by James 
DeCarolis, a Tewksbury developer. 

A second rezoning article, 
submiited by the Chisholm family, 
strives to rezone the 62 acres of 
land of the Chisholm mink farm 
running from Hopkins Street to the 
Shawsheen River from R60 to R20. 


This would reduce the required lot 
size in a subdivision, increasing the 
number of homes which could be 
built on that property. 

A third article, submitted by Al 
Fiorenza, seeks to rezone six and a 
half acres on West Street from R20- 
to General Industry (Gl). Right 
now, said the town clerk, the 
property is half R20 and half GI 
zoning and the petitioner wants the 
whole lot to conform to GI zoning. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
handed in an article to increase the 
Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School assessment by $19,753 for 
fiscal 1986. This increase was 
originally turned down by town 
meeting vote last April. Other 
towns in the district, however, 
approved the increase. Therefore 
this increase must be paid by 


Wilmington, according to a district 
agreement signed by all five 
communities supporting the Tech 
in the 1960's. 

Shawsheen Tech weasurer Ken- 
neth Bussum submitted an article to 
gain approval to accept section 13 
of Chap. 188 of the Acts of 85 
relating to a professional develop- 
ment grant program for teachers at 
the Tech. 

The sixth article would allow 
David Axelrod to take the police 
exam after age 32, 

It is anticipated that once the 
Bylaw Study Committee goes over 
the draft Underground Storage 
Bylaw at its Wednesday night 
meetings, that too will be placed on 
the warrant, said Lynch.

A look at the 
Wilmington Water Dept. 


Wilmington has a unique 
org: for its town water 
department, Commissioner Arthur 
Smith told the Wilmington Cham- 
ber of Commerce on 23. 
The chamber was meeting for a 
breakfast at Stelio's on Lowell 
Street. 


‘The water department does not go 
to the town meeting for money. For 
finances it gets its money solely 
from the water rates. It is like a 
private business: 

‘The only time it goes to the town 
meeting is when it seeks to have 
bonds for expansion. Those bonds 
have to be voted by the town. The 
department had to go to town 
meeting, for instance, when it 
sought bonds for a new water 
treatment plant, planned for North 
Wilmington. One of these days it 
will go to the town meeting to ask 
for bonds for a new water tower in 
North Wilmington. 

That new water tower will stop 
the present “cross-town" flushing 
which stirs up water. The town will 
be able to store water in North 


ae Snow suxe it is 
South Wilmington. — 


The sewer department is not yet 
self-sustaining, There have to be 
more services connected, before 
that will happen and it is a slow 
process. The department needs 
money in this regard. There is not 
enough money on hand to extend 
sewer mains {to all parts of town. 
The commissiners are watching for 
Opportunities to get state or federal 
aid. 


The future of the system looks 
good, With the second water 
treatment plant on line, there 
should be enough clear water for 
the residents and for industrial use. 
In the future there will be a third 
water treatment plant. 

The water and sewer department 
has been having a slow change from 
being a construction organzation to 
being a technical plant operation. 

The department is no longer in a 
position to service commercial and 
industrial plants, when they have 

roblems with their water mains. 

owners have to arrange for 
that themselves. 

Of course the department does 
help homeowners, since they do not 
have the ability to cope with water 
problems in their services. 

To a question about lining the

water pipes Smith said there are 
about 90 miles of water mains in 
Wilmington, and to line those pipes 
is “beyond our reach." We are 
taking care of the water plants, of 
the water towers, and are replacing 
the two inch water mains in town. 

The Wilmington Water Depart- 
ment is, he declared 99.5 percent 
leak proof. The water department 
employed outside specialists to 
check all the water mains in town, 
and is certain of its figures. 

Wilmington is also a town in 
which every water service is 
metered. a 


The commissioners are planning 
to have a meeting with the business 
leaders of Wilmington in October. 
‘There are some industries in this 
town which are destroying sewer 
mains by the materials they 
discharge. The department is 
investigating, and has systems of 
checking every industry in 
Wilmington. We want to talk these 
things over with the industrial 
leaders before they find that their 
sewage charges are suddenly 
expanding. 

The sewer use fees, from the 
MDC, will go up in Wilmington, as 
it will in every town in the district. 
The fees will go up this year and 
probably every year until the MDC 
system gets on its feet, with regard 
to sewer discharges at Boston 
harbor. 

The commissioners have been 
told that the sewer use fees can go 
up as much as 70 percent. Of course 
the water department fees are 
independent of the MDC charges.

renovating the school enough time 
to do the required work. 

Most residents stayed inside 
during the storm, but some 
ventured out into the wind and the 
rain, Youths at one house on 
Woburn Street were 
playingfootball in the front yard. In 
many cases,people went outdoors to 
watch or help crews remove 
downed trees from the strpets. 

‘The fast-moving storm was over 


in about six hours. By evening, 
skies had cleared and a nearly full 
moon was shining brightly as 
broken clouds fled quickly to the 
East. Most streets and homes were 
in relative darkness, with candles 
flickering in many living rooms, 
while residents adjusted to life 
without electricity. streets re- 
mained eerie and quiet with very 
little traffic. : 

Emergency crews worked 
through the night, and had restored 


power to much of the town by 
morning. Many streets, though, 
were still out, including Chandler 
‘Street and Kelly Road, and Veranda 
Avenue. Many individual homes 
were also without power. 

While some homeowners set to 
work clearing debris, other people 
embarked on tours, viewing and 
photographing the damage and the 
clean-up efforts. Some people went 
Out to breakfast, since they had no 
power for cooking. Restaurants and 
coffee shops were crowded. 

Weeping willow trees were 
especially hard-hit by the storm. 
‘Their shallow root systems made 
them easy marks for the high 
winds. Five of them blew down in 
one yard on Main Sweet. Black oak 
trees were also hard-hit, losing 
many limbs. Heavy damage seemed 
to be concentrated in pockets, with 
some areas losing several trees 
while other sections had only a few 
branches down.

By-law would regulate 


underground storage tanks 


Wilmington property owners 
with underground fuel tanks could 
find themselves having to meet 
stringent testing requirements, if a 
proposed by-law is accepted in a 
special town meeting on Dec. 2. 

The by-law, drafted by the Aq- 
uifer Protection Task Force, would 
regulate all underground tanks. 

"The selectmen live approved the 
by-law proposal, and have called 
the December special town meet- 
ing to vote on it. The draft of the 
by-law is now before the By-law 
Study Commitee, which meets on 
Wednesday nights in the Town 
Hall. 

The by-law would require all 
owners of underground tanks to 
file a permit application with the 
town clerk within 90 days of the 
enactment of the by-law. 

The by-law would establish stan- 
dards for the installation of new 
tanks, requiring that tanks be made 
of fiberglas and enclosed in a con- 


crete vault. All new tanks would 
have to be equipped with leak de- 
tection devices and test points. 

Annual testing would be required 
of all underground tanks with ca- 
pacity in excess of 900 gallons, 
unless the owner can prove certain 
conditions, such as that the tank is 
made of a non-corrosive material. 
The annual test would be specified 
as a Kent-Moore or a Sun-Mark test 
or an equivalent as determined by 
the fire chief. Both tests are air 
pressure tests. Selectman Jim 
Stewart, a member of the task 
force, said that there is no other test 
at the present time, but that they 
were providing for the future deve- 
lopment of improved tests. 

Testing of tanks with less than 
900 gallons capacity would only be 
required if flammable fluids or 
vapors were reported in the im- 
mediate area. 

All tests would be conducted at 
the expense of the property owner,

Any leaks would have to be 
reported to the fire chief, including 
abnormal loss of product or gain of 
water. A leaking tank more than 20 
years old could not be repaired. A 
tank less than 20 years old could be 
repaired under certain conditions. 

‘The by-law proposal also includes 
a $300-per-day fine for violations. 

The matter of leaking tanks has 
been before the selectmen for about 
two years. Concerned with possibly 
losing water supplies, the select- 
men formed the Aquifer Protection 
Task Force.

Sometimes a picture caption is not 
the correct one. Such was the case 
in this paper on Sept. 25 of a 
picture which was being used to 
show what a hurricane can do. 

The picture caption had been 
taken “out of context.” The 
publisher of this paper has been 
preparing a story about Capt. John 
Harnden, a man who commanded a 
company of soldiers at the time of 
the Battle of Bunker Hill. As a 
result the house shown in the 
background was not properly 
identified. 

It was called the "Lapaus house.” 
As part of the story that is being 
written that was correct. But, on 
Sept. 25 this paper should have 


identified that house as the John 
Harnden House. 

It was constructed, circa 1707, by 
or for the first John Harnden, he 
whom the published calls Deacon 
John of Reading. Construction took 
place shortly after the Harnden 
Massacre, in 1706. 

In that house was bor the second 
John, he who became Deacon John 
of Wilmington, and the third John, 
he who became Captain John 
Hamden, 

The portion of the house that can 
be seen makes the reader realize 
that it was a Colonial home, and 
that, at least the exterior was in 
excellent condition. 
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Attorney Sullivan said Bowley 
will not be putting in a well, as he 
will wait until next spring for 
sewer construction.

_ TMHS social and political 
action class helps Bloodmobile

Faculty and students of 
Tewksbusy Memorial High School 
will soort help replenish the nation's 
diminishing blood supply by 
hosting the Red Cross 
Bloodmobile. On October 4, three 
Red cross nurses will be at the high 
school to collect blood from 
potential donors. 

Organized by THMS teacher 
Robert MacDougall and his two 
social and political action classes, 
the bloodmobile visits to the school 
have been an immense success over 
the last 12 years. The Red Cross 
telephoned the school in 1973 and 
asked officials to participate in the 
bloodmobile. The task was given to 
the social and political action (SPA) 
classes and has since functioned 
with their aid. 

Students from the SPA are needed 
before and during the bloodmobile 
to sign up potential donors, 
distribute parental consent forms, 
take the donor's temperature 
before giving blood, and help the 
donors after they have given blood 
in the event of a reaction. 
Participation is a significant part of 
the bloodmobile's visit to the school 
MacDougall explained. “A lot of 
things in our society are done on a 
voluntary basis. SPA has always 
been interested in community 
projects,” he said. 

Blood donation is a necessary 
function in order to insure the 
abundance of blood in the nation, 
Transfusions are constantly needed: 
To meet the need for blood just in 
the northeast region of the United 
States, the Red Cross must gather at

The recent AIDS scare has been a 
factor in the public's decision 
toward giving blood.

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) wrestled 
several decisions which had to be 
made regarding its new elderly 
(Chap 667) and low to moderate 
income housing (Chap 705) in a 
lengthy meeting Tuesday night. 

After reviewing two design 
‘options presented by 667 architect 
Jerry Ingersoll, members seemed 
to favor a gallery scheme to house 
new elderly residents at Deming 
Way. 
‘The gallery scheme calls for one 
Jong glass fronted building where 
the present septic system is located 
in the back of Deming Way. 
Featyres would include a glass 
swalkway fronting south and heated 
primarily by the sun, a shared front 
porch: area for every two units, 
four well-ventilated rooms for each 
unit, and a parking area behind the 
building with its own exit onto 
Cedar Street. The two-story 
building would contain 28 living 
units and have its own gas fired 
heating system.

that’s what we told the town,” said 
Gillis, though he wouldn't be 
drawn into further discussion. 

Warren Newhouse, too, wanted 
scattered sites but told Gillis he

Tewksbury Planning Board 
members got their first look at a 
proposal to extend Bradford Road 
to allow the Gevelopment of 19 
single family hqusing lots on a 24.7 
acre parcel. The board was told by 
surveyor William Troy, who was 
presenting the plans on behalf of 
project Engineer ‘Dick Cuoco, that 
the developer hapes to build the 
subdivision in a cluster fashion. 

The board saw plans for both a 
conventional one acre subdivision 
and a cluster type subdivision. The 
board will review those 
preliminary plans and will see 
more definitive plans later in 
October. Once the definitive plans 
have been submitted, the board will 
then schedule a public hearing. 

The town's cluster subdivision 
zoning bylaw would allow all 19 of 
the proposed house lots to be at 
least 20,000 square feet in size, or 
just less than a half acre each.

The concept behind cluster 
subdivisions is to trade off open 
space for the ability wo build homes 
‘on smaller lots.

land. He said the developer built the 
house lots currently on Bradford 
Road as one acre lots and had told 
the board then he would propose 
more building in the area. At that 
time, Doherty said, the town did 
not have a cluster subdivision 
bylaw and agreed to allow the 
developer to build Bradford Road 
without the circular turnaround 
that has become the trademark for 
cul-de-sac streets in Tewksbury 
because they were told the 
developer would seek approval to 
extend the current road into the 
24.7 acres. ‘ 

"This is an extension of the same 
(one acre) subdivision,” Doherty 
said while noting that he is a "big 
fan" of cluster subdivisions. 
Doherty said he would hesitate on 
this plan because the developer said 
he would build the rest of the 
subdivision shortly after 
completing Bradford Road if he 
were not required to build the 
turnaround. 

Doherty also argued a cluster 
would change the appearance of the 
neighborhood by going from one 
acre lots to 20,000 square foot lots 
‘on the same street. 

Planning Board Chairman Robert 
Sullivan at first agreed with 
Doherty that the board waived a 
requirement for a turnaround at the 
end of Bradford Road because the 
developer told them that he would 
seek approval to build on the rest of 
land. But Sullivan would later 
agree with Planner Robert Fowler 
that granting a cluster subdivision 
for that parcel would preserve 
parts of the Shawsheen River 
watershed area. 

"The further we can keep the 
houses from there (the shore of the 
river), the better off we are,” said 
Fowler while adding that there are 
parts of town where 10,000 square 
foot lots and one acre lots are built 
along the same roads. 

Sullivan also said that the cluster 
subdivision law was not in effect 
when the developer first built the 
Bradford Road subdivision. 

"The only way to protect the 
watershed in town is to own it,” 
offered Troy while noting that the 
10.3 acre open space parcel would 
give the town land along the river 
shores.

Medicare cut 

On October Ist the elderly of 
Massachusetts saw another major 
cut in the Medicare program, We 
will be participating in the Medi- 
care "DRG" (Diagnosis Related 
Groups) System. Under this system 
each illness or hospital stay will be 
classified in dollar cost. That is, a 
hospital will receive a flat fee for 
each illness or operation. 

Across the country the "DRG" 
System has caused confusion and in 
some cases premature discharges of 
elders from hospitals. Someelders 
have been told that payment was 
based on a set length of stay. Yet 
many elders may need more time in 
the hospital because of compli- 
cations in recovery. No elderly 
person should be forced to leave the 
hospital if his or her medical con- 
dition warrants continued treat- 
ment in the hospital. Many elders 
throughout the country forced to 
return to their homes, have not 
been strong enough to recuperate 
on their own and disastrous results 
have occured. 

We have letters at the Drop-in 
addressed to Senators Ken 
nedy and Kerry and to Congress: 
man Ed Markey. All you have to do 
is sign the letter and mail it - it is 
time for us to show our resentment 
to the cuts being made against

Dr. Brenner received his PhD, 
from Boston University and is an 
experienced school psychologist 
with experience in early childhood 
prevention: He will work five days 
a week under Director of Special 
Education Cleo Fredette. 


The entire Wilmington Police 
Department, including the re- 
serves, was mobilized last Friday 
during the hurricane for the period 
in which the predictions said the 
weather would be worst.

Neither the police department nor 
the fire department should be called 
for this type of information.

SOIL TEST 

Soil analysis is a vital part of 
good gardening practice. It is 
the best way to determine the 
exact limestone and fertilizer 
amounts required to maintain 
optimal nutrient levels for 
plants’ needs. 

Fall is an excellent time to 
test soil for the lawn or garden, 
according to the Soil and Plant 
Testing Laboratory in Waltham, 
part of the University of Massa- 
chusetts 

Limestone is best applied in 
the fall so that it can have time 
to break down and adjust the 
soil pH. The correct pH assures 
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that the nutrients from spring- 
applied fertilizer will be max- 
imally available for plant up- 
take. 

Another reason to test in the 
fall is that the laboratory is not 
as busy as in the spring, so 
samples are faster. 

To take a sample, shovel a 
slice 6-8" deep and gather that 
in a bucket. Repeat this in sev- 
eral places, mix thoroughly, and 
bring or mail one cup of soil to:

Sound like a panacea akin to 
Lydia Pinkham’s medicine or 
snakeroot oil from the wild 
west” Cooper presents a strong 
case for aerobic exercise — 
which he defines as “those 
activities that require oxygen 
for prolonged periods. . . : 

“As a result of aerobic 
exercise, there are beneficial 
changes that occur in the lungs, 
the heart and the vascular 
system. More piace 
egular exercise of this 
enhances the ability of the bay 
to move air into and out of the 
lungs; the total blood volume 
increases; and the blood 
becomes better equipped to 
transport oxygen. 


“In my opinion, (the) prin- 
ciple of balance through 
physical activity simply 
reflects what the human body 
was originally intended to do. 
Think back on what you know 
about early men and women. 
Physically. they were quite 
active, with the hunters in the 
band often running miles to 
track down game and the tribe 
members at the campsite 
patcering wood, picking 

rries, and otherwise con- 
stantly moving about." 

Enter the Life Course 

Dr. Cooper outlines several 
means of achieving balance 
through physical activity — so 
you need not run miles to track 
down game. You can begin by 
walking the Life Course to 
acquaint yourself with it 

As you build and increase 
endurance, according to the 
course guidelines, you will 
probably find yourself doing 
more and more on the course — 
and you may increase your 
other physical activities as well 
to cycling. jogging, snow- 


shoeing, anyt ing — in 
movement away from too 
sedentary a life. 


Aerobie exercise, accérding 
to Dr. Cooper, is one of three 
basic needs towards total well 
pet o The other two are a 
sensible diet or ‘positive eatin, 
plan (P.E.P.)"" and emotional 
equilibrium. He ‘maintains. 


, however. that the three basics 


have a synergistic result: that 
is. the total end product is 
reater than the sum of all 
three combined. 

As for that increase in the 
size of the average American 
posterior, Cooper urges 
Americans to “develop a 
healthy fear of obesity.” by 
considering what happened in 
1976. “when the old Yankee 
Stadium in New York City was 
renovated. There was a loss of 
about 9.000 seats in the total 
seating capacity, and some 
people wondered why. The 
answer apparently lay in the 
increased size of the modern 
American posterior: The new 
seats were wider than the old 
by some three inches! And 
Yankee Stadium presents the 
tip of the iceberg. Even airlines 


and movie theaters have in-* 


stalled larger seats for 
‘growing’ Americans.”

When selecting fresh produce, 
you should take time to choose 
only those which are in perfect 
condition, unblemished.

If storage is necessary, 
wrap securely in protective 
plastic or a kitchen towel and 
keep in refrigerator. 

When freezing produce, all 
containers and wrappers should 
be sturdy enough for freezing at 
low temperatures so they do not 
become brittle and crack. Those 
used for liquid packs should be 
waterproof so they do not leak. 
Choose freezer packaging ma. 
terials that are suitable for the 


products you plan to freeze. 
Rigid containers made of alu- 
minum, glass, plastic, tin, or 
heavily waxed cardboard are 
suitable for all packs and 
especially good for liquid packs. 

When canning and freezing, 
wash all fruits and vegetables 
thoroughly to remove any dirt or 
bacteria. Even when foods are 
to be peeled they should be 
washed, drained, and rinsed 
several times with cold water
